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First, by rolling up dependent claim 27 into claim 26 t wherein claim 28 depends on 26, the Examiner asserts that this presents a new 
scope of limitations not before considered as related to claim 28's dependency of claim 26. Claim 28's dependency on claim 26 was 
analyzed only as it relates to claim 26 without the newly added limitation. The Examiner has not considered claim 28 as it relates to claim 
26 with the newly amended limitation of claim 26. 

As for applicant's argument that Grow does not disclose a method for enabling a legal entity to perform legal services for clients, the 
Examiner gives the term client the broadest reasonable interpretation.. A registered user can be a client. Grow discloses that upon 
accessing the website, the user workstation will be prompted for login identification such as user ID. This identification gets verified and 
information gets displayed to the user/client. Furthermore, the claim language, given the broadest reasonable interpretation, reads on 
receiving an access identifier from a person into a program interface. 

As for applicant's assertion that Grow does not provide a method for enabling a legal entity to perform legal services for clients over a 
network, broadly construed, any network within a law firm which aids an attorney in doing his/her work is enabling a legal entity to perform 
legal service for clients over a network.. 

As for applicant's argument relating to Bedell, the Examiner is unclear what the applicant is actually arguing. 

The Examiner asserts that the combination of Grow and Bedell identify the applicant's claimed invention. The applicant has not argued 
motivation to combine Grow and Bedell as to claim 26. 
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
